“While it is en- 
tirely a matter of judicial discretion, 
the trial judge has direct supervision 
of the verdict. The exercise of this 
power by the trial judge is necessary 
in the interests of justice, although he 
should not capriciously set aside a ver- 
dict. If there is a reasonable doubt 
the tridl judge should decide in favor 
of the application, because this court 
has to consider the verdict as approved 
by the trial judge as well as made by 
the jury.” 

Mr. Arnold declared: 

“In every case where you refuse a 
new trial, you must put the stamp of 
your own approval upon the verdict.

for the murder of James King. 

The verdict was reteurned shortly 
1 oclock this afternoon. The 
jury had been out since 11 o'clock, The 
judge at once sentenced Wilburn to 
hang on December 12. 

The case went to the jury shortly 
after 10:30 o'clock this morning, whet 
Attorney John R, Cooper, leading coun- 
sel for Wilburn, coneluded his argu- 
ment. “Don't hang this boy unless you 
heng the woman who dominated him 
and led him into wrong, was the basis 
of his plea, The defense had hoped for 
a Hfe sentence, 

The woman referred to, Mrs, Kather- 
Ine King, wife of Wiiburn’s victim, wast 
accused by the defense. of leading Wil~ 


es Certain relationship with Wil- 


burn. 

Mrs. King will face trial here Mon- 
day on the charge of plotting with Wil- 
burn to bring about her husband's 
death. Court adjournéd immediately 
after the verdict was brought in this 
afternoon until Mrs, King’s trial is 
called Monday morning. 

She ts in jail her and Friday night 
broke down, sobbing out accusations 
against Wilburn, declaring that he 
foreed her to do his bidding, and that 
she had no part in a conspiracy to 


| bring about King’s death. 


The defendant, Nick Wilburn, who 
had been placed in the Jones county 
jall during the noon hour, was brought 
into court that he might hear the ver- 
dict of the jury. Judge Park, before 
allowing the foreman of the jury to at- 
nounce a verdict, made a strong plea 
to the audience to keep the good name 
of Jones county unspotted by slivng 
their approval to what the jury had de- 
cided should be done with the defend- 
ant. 

Judge Park continued at considerable 
length in his admonitions for order, and 
especially requested members of the 
press to carry the story to the state 
that the people of Jones county were 
orderly and willing to allow the law 
to take its course. 

After the conclusion of Judge Park's 
remarks, the foreman of the jury, J. ¢. 
Bivins, on being called upon to state 
the verdict of the ‘jury. handed it to 
Solicitor General Joe Pottle. 

On the iudictment was written the 
simple statement, “We, the jury, find 
the defendant guilty.” Under the law 
of Georgia, this verdict means a death 
sentence and in accordance therewith, 
Judge Park imposed the death penalty, 
the execution to take place December

WORST STORM ON RECORD 


Surfman Killed on Duty by a 
Bolt-North Carolina Coast 
“Suffers ‘ 


(By Associated Press.) 
NORFOLK, Va, Oct. 25—The most 


Severe electrical storm ever recorded on 
the Hatteras coast prevailed there for 
two hours beginning at last midnight, 
William Ktyron, ® surfman, while pa- 
trolling the beach, was «truck by 
lightning and tnstantiy killed. The bolt 
struck Styron in the head and came 
out of his boots, Mterally tearing the 
body to pieces. The body was subse- 
quently found and was today prepared 
for burial.

OUTSIDE THE RECORD. 

Mr. Arnold returned to the solicitors 
speech to the jury and made lengthy 
comment upon it. He said that the so-

of his argument, He read on this point 
an extract from a decision by Jusitce 
J. H. Lumpkin, of the state supreme 
court. 

“We cannot help but express our re- 
gret, as we have expressed it before, 
that counsel fer the state should permit 
their zeal to betray them into comment 
upon facts not proven before the ju 
They owe it to themselves hs honorable 
men to abstain from this too eommon 
practice. This practice might justify 
a stern rebuke, even the setting aside 
of the judgment procured. But we 
trust this reprobation of the practice 
will suffice to cure the evil. 

Mr, Arnold commented aiso on the 
Minola McKnight incidents of the in- 
vestigation. 

“Russia is not much worse than 
this.” said he. “The detectives used 
most illegal and criminal methods in 
this case. I don't know what this 
country is coming to, but I know we 
need more respect for personal lib- 
erty.” 

He read an extract from the solicitor’s 
speech in which Mr. Dorsey praised the 
city detectives for their work in the 
Frank case. 

“It is a terible thing, your 
for any prosecuting officer to admit 
brazenly that he approves of these 
criminal methods. Those detectiv 
committed a crime against that negro 
woman that would have justified her 
in attempting to kill them. 

“The solicitor went out of the rec- 
ord in referring to the slush fund, 
which never existed. Our case has suf- 
fered from the reputation of having 
a fund behind it. Personally, Mr. Ross- 
er and I have suffered because we did 
not have one, There never was a clean- 
er defense than ours has been. In fact, 
the defense in this case, not the pros- 
ecution, represents the real law and 
order element, It is getting so that 
the man of respectability can’t have a 
fair trial, A lousy tramp stands a bet- 
ter chance at Justice. Frank was not 
given a fair chance because the detec- 
tives and the solicitor trembled at tha 
thought that the people would say they 
had favored Frank, that they had 
treated him with too much consideration 
because of his respectability.

Senator Bacon. chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, expressed 
his views on the international phases 
of the situation brought about by the 
attitude of some European governments 
with reference especially to the sending 
of warships and the possibility that 
marines might be landed. Senator Ba- 
con's view is that if any marines have 
to be landed in Mexico, they should 
be American marines. He made the fol- 
lowin statement: 

“The interests of the United States 
in Mexico and Mexican affairs are in- 
finitely greater than the interests of 
the other great powers of the earth. 
The European nations are principally 
concerned in the protection of material 
interests wherever their subjects or 
citizens in Mexico have investments or 
industrial enterprises, and they natur- 
ally desire to see them protected, With 
them it is not a vital matter who ex- 
tends that protection. 

“In oher words, they are so far re- 
moved from the influences of the par- 
ticular kind of government which may 
have authority in Mexico that that, fea- 
ture is not a matter of great vital con- 
cern to them. All they wish is protec- 
tion for their property, subjects and 
citzens. 

“With us it‘is a vastly greater and 
more important interest. Our citizens 
have, in the first place, more in the way 
of material interests than all of the 
other foreigners put together, In addi- 
tion, we have great interests which a 
neighbor nation must have in the peace 
and good order of Mexico. These are im- 
mediate interests which concern the 
Mexican situation alone, but we have 
also the further interest in the promo- 
tion of maintenance of governments of 
law in all countries in this hemisphere, 
particularly those of Latin-America in 
proximity to us. It is of the utmost 
importance that whatever is done in 
Mexico should have a good influence on 
all these other countries on this hemis- 
phere in discouraging revolution and 
disorder, and encouraging governments 
of law and order. In other words, we 
should not, by recognizing a govern- 
ment .in Mexico founded on revolution 
and violence, put a premium on like 
methods of violence and usurpation of 
power. 

“The sending of warships by other 
goverpments is a recognized policy in 
cases of great disorder, where the sub- 
jects or citizens of a country have great 
interests needing protection. I would 
not dispute the right under ordinary 
conditions to land marines as wherever

Editor of The Atlanta Journal: I was very much tn- 
terested in your editorial of a week ago on the in- 
creased consumption of cotton by the mills of our 
country compared to a few years ago, and especially 
was I pleased to note the increase of our southern 
mills, and yet this is not near what it ought to be. 
Cotton transformed into manufactured products en- 
hances its value three to ten times, depending on the 
class of goods it is made into, 

Last year we exported two-thirds of our crop. Geor- 
gia mills used only one-fourth of the cotton grown in 
our state. Suppose that we had manufactured one- 
half of the crop—many million dollars would be addea 
to the wealth of the country every year. 

England, Germany and France buy our raw cotton 
and bring it back to South America in a manufactured 
state and sell these people, logical customers of ours, 
a larger part of the very g00ds we should have prac- 
tically monopoly of. :

Of late years the American people have 
much time listening to stories about farmers 
around tn automobiles, who send thelr sone 
daughters to college, and who make pilgrimages to tr 
city to attend the opera, that they have begun to teen 
them as @ sort of twentieth century edition of gua 
And they have heard so much about the $9,000,090.) 
worth of proditcts the farmers annually produce that 


they have not stopped to consider how much thai 
means to each farmer. '

As a matter of fact, there are 12,000,000 t 
the United States; they own $40,000,000,000 worth of 
farm property, and annually produce $9,500,000, 
worth of crops. Those figurec sound exactly Ike the 
popular impression of the farmer—a man withgsist,. 
horsepower car, with & son at Harvard and a dang 
at Vassar—but wait until they are analyzed. Divigy 
the total ‘farm wealth among those 12,000,000 farmen 
and you will find their average wealth is $3,333; ana 
then divide that annual farm yield among them, ang 
you will find that the average farmer's gross anuum 
income is $791. Out of this he must feed and cloths 
his family, educate his children, find his pleasure: 
pay his interest and his taxes, and lay by for hus 
rainy day.

It is true that there are millions of farmers who 
measureably come up to the popular picture of thy 
automobile-buying farmer—perhaps 4.000.000 of thon 
but there is another 8,000,000 whose struggles an 
hard, and who can barely eke out an existence. [Tp 
illustrate: Suppose there are 4,000,000 farmers in the 
United States worth an average of $7,000 each—thu 
would make a total of $28,000,000,000, so that the oth- 
er 8,000,000 would be worth only $1,500, And suppose 
the products of the farms of those 4,000,000 farmor 
amounted to $1,500 each—that would make $6,000,000, 
000 and leave the other 8,000,000 farmers to divide 
gross profits of $3,000,000,000 among them—a beggarly 
$41.50 a year ineome, out of which must be Paid fer- 
tilizer bills, and the keep and education of the family, 
interest, taxes and the like. So ft will be seen, after 
all, not all is automobiles and colleges and operas with 
the farmer.

It was a realization of this actual situation of the 
Small farmer that led the Southern Commercial eon 
gress to father a movement to see if there might not 
be found some method of helping him to solve his 
problem, to enhance his financial well being and to 
increase his contribution to the welfare of the nation.

That organization saw that the tendeney of tho 
times is away from farm ownership and toward ten- 
ant farming. It saw in the census returns that one 
occupying owner out of every seven has left the farm 
Since 1830, and recognized that there was something 
fundamentally wrong—else such an increase of ten- 
ancy and such a decrease in ownership farming could 
not have taken place. It looked to the city and saw 
the number of home owners increasing as rapidly as 
the number of farm owners on the land were decreas 
ing. It saw the city artisan able to buy his house on 
a small cash payment and the balance as rent, while 
the farmer must pay a third down and the balance in 
@ short period of years, 

cee 

Here was a clue. A look further showed that oth- 
er countries had solved the problem, and that there 
home ownership on the farm was on the Increase. It 
showed that in Germany the farmers had solved the! 
question of meeting their own needs by long time paj- 
ments, and that co-operation in money matters hat 
led to co-operation in buying and in selling, and that 
consequently the German farmer was enjoying an er 
nomic independence out of all.proportion to the sit 
of his land holdings. 

eee 

Step by step the lesson waa learned that the Amer 
ican farmer might copy the European ideas of finan 
cial co-operation with great profit. That was why 
national commission was appointed to go’ to Burop 
under the auspices cf the Southern Commercial oor- 
gress, and with the indorsement of the government, 
to study rural co-operation, especially with regard 
credits, 

eee 

The American farmer today has borrowed capital 
of over $6,000,000,000, and, according to ex-President 
Taft, faces an annual interest charge of $510,000,000 
on this, Counting commissions and renewal charges 
he is paying over 8 per cent interest on the mone 
he has borrowed, in a country where commercial inie- 
est rates are low; while the German farmer pays about 
4 per cent, in a country where commercial interest 
rates are high. The farmer must pay nearly twice 0 
much for the money he borrows as do the railroads 
the industrial corporations and the municipalitie 
around him; in spite of the fact that his land is the 
basis of all values and his products the foundation of 
all wealth, This is attributed to the fact that he has 
no financial machinery behind him for thé conversion 
of his holdings into negotiable credit 

rears 

That such machinery may be provided is shown bY 
the experien¢s in Germany. ‘Through all the changist 
conditions of a century, the soundness and practice 
bility of such machinery, based upon the peculiar cred- 
it needs of the farmer, has been tried out there, ant 
So successful has it been in operation that In times of 
stress money has deen taken out of the commerclit 
banks of the empire and placed in the agriguitura 
banks for safe keeping, 

one 

It is pointed out that a proper system of mural 
credits not only will help the farmer, but that it will 
reach the consumer as well, Under such # system 
Germany, with an area smaller than Texas—tt woul 
take a German empire and an Alabama togetler 
make a Texas—supports a population of nearly TM 
000,000 people and produces all but one-twentieth of 
their foodstuffs. If the American farmer could-é # 
well as the German farmer in feeding the people Te 
as and Oklahoma alone could raise all the foodsti 
needed in the United States. 

The great necessity which prompted the establie® 
ment of co-operative credit systems in Purope Ww 
that of checking the rapidly increasing cost of 100 
stuffs brought about by the inevitable Increase ® 
consumption, and the failure of the soll to mest OF 
demand. The same reason now obtains, if in 4 # 
degree, in the United States, In Europe a8 soon 8% 
method of financing the farmer was found, 
production began to rise, and in its wake came oh? 
eration in buying and selling, with as great benefit 
to the consumer as to the farmer.

And the thing that is kept first and inane 
the European success in co-operative farm eather 
it is the result of a sort of goyernmen 
over the efforts of farmers to help themsely : 
lesson of European experience is that all of the num
